A heavy manufacturei- in San 


Francisco, who testified before the 
Chinese Commission a few dnys ngo, 
is reported to hare said: 
' "If we could only ret people to 
consume home materiuig, this coast 
wocM in » short timo be the richest 
country in the world. Wo hnve 
practically no manufactories here, 
not even one single cotton factory, 
for the simple reason that our citi- 
zens will not support such establish- 
ments." 


The inference here held out is that 


this coast presents a rich field for 
manufactures, but that the people 
prefer to pay more for imported 
goods than for similar materials 
made here. Tho first portion of the 
proposition is unquestionably true, 
but th3 last clause is open to criti- 
oisnv As a' general thing people do 
not pay more for an article than 
they are obliged to pay. The ex- 
travagant habits of California's early_ 
clays have passed away with tho op- 
portunities that induced theio, and 
our people are not much bshind the 
people of the ' older States in the 
practice of economy. The poorer 
classes exercise the strictest discre- 
tion in trying; and, with only now 
and then un exception, the wealthy 
drive us close bargains in trade as 
do their leas favored neighbors. It 
is not the people v,-ho refuse to pat- 
ronize local manufactures; they are 
not always permitted to encourage 
borne industries where an extensive 
patronage would interfere with the 
business of the importers. And ta- 
king the reference of tbe witness 
above referred to, to the fact that we 
have not even one single cotton fac- 
tory hero, and -we h*re hero in Oak- 
land on illustration of the difficul- 
ties thatsurronnd attempts to inau- 
gurate local manufactures. A iram- 
bt-r of capitalists some years ago in- 
vested several hundred thousand 
dollars in buildings ana machinery 
£or a cotton factory in Tvhut is ncro 
called East Oakland. 
TI»e enter- 


prise bade'fair at the outset to be- 
come remunerative to tho company, 
but a determined opposition to its 
success was brought to bear by the 
importers in cotton goods, and the 
investment proved a failure.

!s probably one of the most perfect 
n the world, and was devised by 
'olice Officer George Carleton, and 
rought to its present degree of per- 
ection with the assistance of Chief 
tfontanya, these gentlemen work- 
ug against obstacles that most men 
would have regarded as insnrmouut- 
ble. Montany.'i found, soon after 
le went into office, that he could not 
ear the City Hall alarm-bell at his 
esidence, on Siith street; and on 
xarnining into tlie cause, he discor- 
recl that the month of the City Hall 
jell hung below the base of the cn- 
>ola. The sound was so muffled u 
10 render it iidistinct in most parts 
>f the city, although it could be 
'lainly heard away up at the foot- 
lills. He accordingly placed a bat- 
ery in the rear ol his store on 
Jroadway, and ran a wire to the 
lity Hall and to his residence, with 
bell attachment at each terminus. 


THE FIRST ALAEM I/DfE 


Vorked admirably. "Whenever an 
larm reached the City Hall at night 
; was telegraphed to Montanya, 
nd as a consequence he always 
eaehed the fire in advance of the 
ngines.
